Those  who  have  seen  John  Galsworthy  s  drama 
'  Loyaltle.s"  will  remeniber  that  the  dominant 
hiotif  of  the  play  is  that  in  the  end  .some  one 
loyalty  should  hold  the  allegiance  of  each  Indi- 
vidual and  that  he  should  follow  It  out,  come 
what  may.  Tliis  particularly  appllrs  in  the 're- 
ligious life,  but  It  applies  as  well  throughout 
every  phase  of  human  emotion.  The  loyalty  that 
Is  given  to  Ood  in  the  Christian  s  life  admits  of 
no  exceptions,  of  no  variations.  It  is  holding  fast 
to  the  golden  thread  of  devotion.  U  Is  what  makes 
for  a, harmonious  life,  at  peace  with  Itself  and  at 
peace  with  man.  the  only  kind  of  a  life  which 
brings  liberty  worthy  of  the  name. 

Where  minds  ar<-  w.  ak  and  v.inllating  there 
l^  always  the  problem  of  conflicting  loyalties. 
There  are  tiie  claims  of  the  world. as  they  appear 
to  Individuals  thai  demand  to  be  hohored  and 
obeyed,  but  claims,  which  John  Galsworthy  shows, 
may  not  be  the  way  of  rcconctliatlon  and  peace 
but  rather  of  arute  tension  and  even  tragic  con- 
.sequcnres.  His  play  In  Us  denouement  shows  the 
necessity  of  a  strong  constraint  being  exArcLscd. 
and  shows,  moreover,  that  as  the  connict  develops 
there  Is  no  solution,  no  ad^Aistmgnt  of  claim  and 
counterclaim,  no  theoretical  way  out  of  the  maze, 
save  that  of  absolute  loyalty  to  some  dominant 
motif,  nnwavrring  alleciaiu-e  to  one  supreme 
thought.  No  more  emphatic  endor.sement  of  this 
conception  Is  given  than  that  of  St.  Augu.it Inc  in 
.his  Conft\s.slnn«i.  To  him  the  pUrrlmage  of  the 
religious  soul  IS  that  of  one  never  at  rest,  never 
free  until  It  has  discovered,  in  surrender  t^  Ood,

However,  the 
dogfiah  oil  was  an  almost  totaPfailure,  but  it 
took  our  bfst  research  workers  years  to  find 
the  reason.  How  different  it  all  is  today! 
The  British  Columbia  farmer  knows  his  oil 
today  just  as  he  knows  his  oats  and  his 
onions!  He  rarely  buys  imported  md  liver 
oil,  heiaiisr  he  has  found  by  experience  that 
the  best  grades  of  pilchard  oil  suit  his  pur- 
pose fairly  \\<  ll  at  ..nr  third  the  cost. 

Later  Developments 

LO.N'G  before  the  coming  of  the  white  man, 
■the  toothsome  pilchard  had  been  vifTlv 

•  iiiR  these  sliorrs  aii'inallN.  V  t,  linwevn. 
until  about  1''.'5  did  the  cuniinenial  value  of 
this  fish  manifest  itself  in  organized  fishing, 
parking  and  reduction  activitics^xM  the  West 
Coast  of  Vancouver  Island.  Hi  a  few  short 
years  the  pilchard  industry  lus  developed  into 
a  bsty  young  giant  necking  world  markets 
for  its  t>roducts — and  it  had  to  seek  an  outlet 

, cistiivhcre, -for  there  was  none  here. 

However,  just  before  the  i.il(.liard  iii'lu^lrv 
had  reached  its  peak  nf  prndurtinn,  a  fortui- 
tous meeting  between  J.  D.  Munro,  Peputy 
Minister  of  Agriculture  for  British  Columbia^ 
and  the  present  writer  hroiiKhf  about  a  pro- 
ject, under  Government  supervision,  which 
rpened  a  domestic  market  for  a  goodly  per- 
centage of  the  products  made  available 
through  development  of  the  pilchard  fishing 
Industry. 

It  is  an  old  story  now .  but  it  bears  retelling 
briefly.  I  rom  a  domestic  consumption  of 
only  «.fcw  tons  aiUllully.  within  a  year  nr  SO 
the  use  of  pilchard  me.il  \\.is  extended  froni 
poiihtv  to  hoRs,  and  to  d.nrv  cattle.  In  the 
tune  of  nearly  four  thousand  tons  yearly  in 
the  turner  VilTey  alone.  And  pilchard  oil 
has  begun  to  replace  the  more  expensive  im- 
ported rod  liver  oil  in  the  feeding  of  babv 
rhicks.  laying  hens,  and,  to  a  lesser  estfttt, 
lor  young  caK  e«. 

Proteins  and  Minerals 

THE  rapidly  expending  poultry  and,  dairy 
indtistriet  in  British  Columbia  had  begun 
to.  tax  the  ingenuity  of  feed  de.ilers  to  find 

•  needed  nutrients  in  suitable  «iuantities.  So\a 
hean  meal  was  im|)orted  from  Manchuria; 
meat  scraps  from  the  great. packing  plants  in 
Argentina;  cocnnitt  meal  from  the  South- 
Seat;  cottonseed  meal  fr^m  the  r.mr  brake* 
rf  Louisiana;  and  others  of  lesser  account 
from  remote  places  beyond  the  seas.  In  the 
face  of  rising  costs  pf  production, 'something 
had  to  be  done,  and  quickly,  too!

The  problem,  then,  of  soil  fertility  tnain- 

triiaiirr  is  siniiih  a  niattor  of  returning  tO' 
the '^ii  the  waste  products  of  animal  hus> 
bandry.  I'ields  depleted  of  fertility  through 
continual  cropping  and  constant  eroiion, 
leaching,  etc.,  cannot  be  expected  to  yield 
frrds  and  tCrage  which  arc  not  themselves 
-deficient  ia  wit  or  oiiorc  subst^oces  C^ush  as 
iodine,  for  in'stance).  Nor  can  it  be  «*" 
pei  ted  that  the  waste  prciducts  of  animals 
maintained  on  these  deficient  feeds  will  add 
KreatU  tf>  soil  fertility — what  wasn't  in  the 
feed  in  the  first  place  is  not  going  to  be  in_^ 
the  waste  products  of  digestion.  Sooner  or 
TaTer'.  fberefofer  Hie  ■^loTm''  TiamTeJ  sTmi  A| 
toil"  will  have  to  go  down  to  the  sea  for  sub» 
stances  to  replace  depleted  soil  fertility.

AND  y>  it  happens  that  the  priiiiar\  jircil- 
ucts  of  British  Columbia's  hslniiK  in- 
dustry, in  the  form  of  fresh,  canned,  and 
frozen  fish  find  their  way  back  to  tlic  soil 
from  w  hicTi,  pritiTarilyr TliFy  must  Tiave  come.

WHEN  our  seeds,  plants,  bushes  and 
trees  are  planted,  the  job  is  n"t  fin- 
ished, but  merely  progressing.  1  he  ne.M  iiii- 
port.inl  detail  is  cultivation.  This  is  impor- 
tai]t  for  many  reasons.  It:  is  only  through 
cultivation  that  our  plants  can  attain  desired 
perfection. 

Cultivation  prevents  the  soil  from  baking 
and  eracking.  which  is  detrimelflal  to  the- 

roots  of  plants.  Cultivation  ki  ops  the  soil 
mellow  and  allows  the  air  to  reach  the  plant 
roots.  It  also  conserves  the  moisture  from 
drying  out  of  the  soil  and  allows  the  rain 
t<i  seep  deeply  down  into  the  soil,  rather 
than  losing  f  great  deal  of  the  rainfall  by 
having  it  run  off  the  hard,  baked  surface. 

Most  gardeners  cultivate  to  keep  down  the 
weeds,  and. this  is  \ery  ihiportant,  for  the 
weeds  crowd  but  the  plants  and,  because  of 
their  strong-growing  4endencies,  rob  the  soil 
of  the  fr.od  and  tiini,firBe  which. is  needed  for

'^jjrillLS  cultivating  weeds  it  is  important 
— JOL — to  turn  the m  uivder  deeply,  or,  if  this 
is  iifipossible,  expose  the  weeds'  roots  fo  the 
rays  of  the  sun.  Cutting  the  tops  off  the 
weeds,  without  difffinff  iip  the  roots,  is  poor 
cultivation.

AN'  article  in  the  news  showing  the  deter- 
mination of  Japan  to  rapidly  increase 
their  number  of  sheep  and  Ibc  gruwiiig  uf 
wool' in  Korea  and  Manchuria  gives  reason 
for  serious  tbuught  tu  those  in  the  (Canadian 
West  who  can  cuiiiprcliend  its  import.  Last 
>ear  1  ventured  to  say  in  the  press  that  it 
might  not  be  .long  until  we  here  would  be 
wearing  suitings  made  in  Japan,  with  styles 
copied  and  accommodated  to  out  fashions. 
Ladies'  ready-made  woolen  I  skirts,  of  Jap- 
anese  make,  are  now  on  sale  fn  f-iiKlaiid  aT 
twelve  cents  eai  h  Mf.;T7ibvv  Monro,  of  the 
Scotfisli 'Woollen  .Manufacturers'  .Association, 
has  stated  that  1,0<hi  per  cent  duty  woilld 
not  avail  in  stopping  importation.  . 

Japan  it  appears  must  set  about  creating 
pasturage.  1  heir  first  object  will  be  to  sow 
to  grass  one  million  acres — a  stupendous  tin- 
dertaking.  In  British  Columbia  alone  we. 
claim  tf)  have  sixty  million  acres  of  open 
,  pastiiraRe,  plUs  one  hundred  million  at  res  of 
timbered  pasture  lands.  Alberta,  likewise, 
has  millions  of  acres  available,  with  thou- 
sands of  aires  in  dirrelict  farms  which  will 
never  again  be  brought  into  production  un* 
less  through  the  aid  of  sheep.
